ESTABLISHED IN 1907 by Mrs. Edward MacDowell, the Peter- 
borough Colony of The Edward MacDowell Association is a place 
where writers, painters, sculptors and composers can find oppor- 
tunity to work under most favorable conditions: comfort, quiet 
in an isolated studio, and — in leisure moments — companionship 
of other artists. 


Every effort is made to free the artist from the cares of 
ordinary living and to insure his comfort. He is provided with 
a room in one of the central buildings of the Colony, where he — 
lives, and where, if desired, he may be alone without interruption 
in the evening. His studio workshop is out of sight and sound of © 
all other studios and is appointed with necessities for work in his 
particular field. No one may come to his studio without invitation. 


The Colony is located one mile from the village of Peter- 
borough, where a summer theatre, motion picture house and a 
comfortable inn provide relaxation. The life of the Colony is 
entirely unregimented. 


Each Artist-Fellow is charged the nominal sum of twenty. 
dollars a week, which includes all living expenses and use of studio. 
Composers pay ten dollars a month for use of a piano. These fees 
are actually a very small part of the cost to The MacDowell Asso- 
ciation. A few special fellowships are available to eligible artists 
who cannot afford the minimum charge. 


Writers, painters, sculptors and composers who, in the opinion 
of their colleagues in the profession, have both the ability and 
the desire to accomplish works of importance, may apply for 
admission to the Colony. Application blanks may be obtained by 
writing the Executive Secretary, The Edward MacDowell Asso- 
ciation, Inc., 1088 Fifth Avenue, New York 28, N. Y.

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THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


TO OUR FRIENDS: 


It is impossible for those of us who have benefited 
from the MacDowell Colony to return to Peterborough 
without moments of strong emotion. Here many of us 
found our first real chance to work at our best; and here 
we received the encouragement and the impetus by which 


our later work was strengthened. 


I was not surprised, therefore, when I visited Peter- 
borough for the Directors’ meeting in August to find that 
the artists then in residence were emphatic in their expres- 
sions of appreciation. They spoke often of the wisdom with 
which the Colony had been planned and of the discreet 
thoughtfulness that went into its daily operation. It gives 
me the greatest pleasure to pass on to you their heartfelt 
thanks. 


You will understand that the enthusiasm of the artists 
did us all good. Your Directors were heartened, too, by 
other things. They were delighted to have an opportunity 
to meet many of the Associate Members and their friends. 
We need more occasions that will bring members of the 
Colony family into closer touch with its work. And the 
Directors were encouraged by the Colony’s physical ap- 
pearance. The avenue of pine trees that Mrs. MacDowell 
set out many years ago has at last been opened to become 


a new and most attractive approach to the Colony grounds. 
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Many of us had a chance to inspect work recently done 
on the buildings and studios; and we were comforted to 
find how truly Mrs. MacDowell’s lifelong concern for the 


well-being of artists is being carried out. 


Your Directors’ visit to Peterborough reflects their 
alert interest in everything touching the Colony. This 
has been a year of great activity within the Association, 
activity which is already bearing good fruit, and which 
seems certain to bear more. We are by no means, how- 
ever, without our problems. It concerns many of us that 
the Association is still $300,000 short of the sum it must 
have to assure the Colony an adequate yearly income. But 
even here we are making progress. Through exceptional 
management of our security holdings and through the elim- 
ination of unnecessary expense in Peterborough, we are 


moving nearer to our goal of financial self sufficiency. 


In the meantime, we need all the help we can get. 
The Colony depends more than ever upon the steadfast 
support of all who believe in helping America’s arts by the 
incomparably practical means of helping her artists at 


their work.

Eventually, arrangements were made to have an architect’ go to 
Saas Fee to copy the plans; and later, through Mrs. Alexander's 
generosity, these plans were translated into New Hampshire granite.
